This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Office of the Solicitor General (OSG) dated April 17, 2018. You requested: “[a]ll email 
communications (including attachments) between (a) any political appointee* in the 
Office of the Solicitor General and (b) anyone in the White House Office (including 
anyone with an email address ending in @who.eop.gov) from February 9, 2018, through 
the date of the search.”^ 

Our Office located seven pages of responsive documents. These seven pages are 
exempt from disclosure pursuant to Exemptions (b)(5) and (b)(6) of FOIA, pursuant to 
the attorney work product and attorney client privileges. OSG has found that it would not 
be appropriate to make discretionary releases of any of these withheld records.
